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THE GOLDEN ERA OF THE 
NARROW GAUGES--1900 





In 1900 the narrow gauge rail- 
yoads had reached the heights of 
their glory; indeed, the narrow 
gauges were even competing on 
equal terms with the standard 
gague lines, and the slim gauge 
lines were being formed into sys- 
tems. 

Foremost among the narrow 
gauge lines in this era was the 
North Pacific Coast Railroad op- 
erating from San Francisco to 
Cazadero, Cal., with branches 
from Junction to San _ Rafael, 
Mill Valley Junction to Mill Val- 
ley, and leasing the San Rafael 
San Rafael and San Quentin Rail- 
San Rafael to San Quentin, a to- 
tal of 94 miles. The line was 


chartered on December 16, 1871, 


and opened to Duncan’s Mill on 
May 15, 1877. It purchased the 
Northwestern and the San Franh.- 
cisco, Tamalpais, and _ Bolinas 
Rilroads in 1892. It leased- the 
San Rafael and San Quntin Rail- 
road for 43 years on March 11, 
1875, and assumed that company’s 
bonds which had been paid off 
by 1900. It was operating twelve 
engines, and owned a tofal of 
394 cars of which 50 were pas- 
senger cars. The company Was in 
good financial shape at the time, 
clearing about $51,000 the year 
before. 

Another western narrow gauge 
line that was making a name for 
itself in 1300 was the Utah Cen- 





tral Railroad, which was leased 
at the time to the Rio Grande 
Western Railw#y. The slim gauge 
line operated from Salt Lake to 
Park City, Utah, with a 3 foot 
gauge, and had a total of 32 
miles of track. It had been 
chartered on December 29th, 1897, 
as a successor to the Utah Cen- 
tral Railway. It was leased to the 
Rio Grande Western Railway for 
49 years from Jan. 1, 1898. It 
had three engines and a hundred 
cars of which five were passen- 
ger cars. The stock was all own- 
ed and the bonds were guaran- 
teed by the Rio Grande WeStern. 

The Southern Pacific’s narrow 
gauge lines in 1900 consisted of 
the South Pacific Coast Railway 
which they had leased for 56 
years thirteen years before. The 
South P®cific Coast’s three foot 
gauge extended from Alameda to 
Santa Cruz with branches to 14th 
Street in Oakland, Centerville, 
New Almaden, Boulder Creek, 
and Old Felton, a total of a hun- 
dred and one miles. The South 
Pacific Co'%st Railway had been 
formed as a consolidation of the 
South Pacific Coast, the Santa 
Cruz and Felton, the Bay and 
Coa&t, the Oakland Township, the 
San Francisco and Colorado Riv- 
er, the Felton and Pescadero, and 
the Almaden Branch Railroads on 
May 23rd, 1887. The company 
had twenty three engines and 
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742 cars of which sixty eight 
‘were used in passenger service. 
The Southern Pacific operated 
the line in connection with its 
standard gauge lines, and paid 
all expenses and charges, includ- 
ing cost of betterments and ad- 
ditions, and received all the in- 
come from the property. 

The Southern’ Pacific was ex- 
panding in the narrow gauge 
field in 1900 for in the latter 
part of the year they purchased 
the Carson @nd Colorado from the 
Virginia and Truckee interests 
who had built the line. The com- 
pany was operating 293 miles of 
track at the time extending from 
Mound House on the V. & T. to 
Keeler, California. 

A line that is well known today 
Was going strong in 1900; the 
Arcata and Mad River Railroad 
was operating from Arcata Wharf 
to Korbel, and from Korbel to 
Mad River, a total of eighteen 
and a half miles. It had four loco- 
motives and 187 cars of which 
two were passenger cars. Be- 
tween Eureka and Arcata Wharf 
the company was operating a 
ferry (still in existance though 
mot operating) that connected 
with the trains. The line had 
been organized on December 29th, 
1881, and opened with the mile- 
age shown above in 1893 with a 
three foot 9% inch gauge track. 

The southwest was also liber- 
ally covered by narrow gauge 
lines, prominent among which 
was the Arizona aNd New Mexico 
Railway, a three foot gauge line 
between Lordsburg, New Mexico, 
and Clifton, Arizona. The com- 





pany was operating a total of 76 
miles with six locomotives and 
143 cars of which two were pas- 
senger cars. The company had 
been formed on August Ist, 1883, 
as a consolidation of the Clifton 
and Lordsburg and the Clifton 
and Southern Pacific Railroads. 
Primary purpose of the line was 
the hauling of coke, supplies and 
copper from the mines of the 
Arizona Copper Company who 
built the line. 

" Exception to the general pros- 
perity of the narrow gauge lines 
was the C#lifornia Nevada Rail- 
road which operated from Oak- 
land to Bryants, Calif. The line 
Was operating tWo engines and 
eight cars (three passenger) over 
22 miles of track. A receiver had 
been appointed in May, 1896, in 
a suit to foreclose $500,000 of 
bonds. 


On the other hand the Colusa 
and Lake Railroad, operating an 
equal mileage, 22 miles, was do- 
ing well. The line extended from 
Colusa to Sites, Calif, and was 
operated with three locomotives 
and 29 cars of which three were 
passenger. The company had 
been formed on November 27th, 
1886, as a consolidation of the 
Colusa and the ColuSa and L@ke 
Railroad companies. 

In Nevada also the narrow 
gauges were at their heights. The 
Eureka and Palisade Railroad 
(later Eureka Nevada) was oper- 
ating a three foot gauge between 
Eureka and Palisade, Nevada, 
with a total mileage of eighty-six 
miles. The company had five eng- 
ines, two passenger Cars, and a 
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“Resplendent in All Their Glory”

Pacific Coast Railway 106 (lower photo) was recently destroyed 
in a fire when struck by an oil truck at a grade crossing near Los 
Alamos. The 106 did not see service during the period written into 
the story, as it was built for them by Baldwin a few years later. 
The South Pacifid Coast No. 6 was in service however. te j 
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hundred and sixteen other cars in 
operation during the year. It had 
been organized on November 19, 
1873; and opened with the above 
mileage in September of 1876. 

Going north to the state of 
Washington the Ilwaco Railway 
and Navigation Company was op- 
erating a three foot gauge line 
between Ilwaco and Nahcotta, 
Washington, with a total of 17 
miles of track. It had two eng- 
ines, four passenger cars and 
fifteen other cars, also two pro- 
pellors (?). The company had 
been chartered on May 16, 1888, 
and the road had been opened on 
May 29th, 1889. It recorded a 
surplus of $6,240 for the previous 
year, but this was off-set by a 
standing deficit of $6,241, leaving 
a standing deficit of one dollar! 

South again, a purely industrial 
line was in operation near Red- 
ding, California, under the name 
Iron Mountain Rallro@d. Owned 
by the Iron Mountain Copper Co. 
its main purpose for running be- 
tween Tron Mountain and Kes- 
wick (on the S. P.), 14 miles, was 
to transport supplies and ore for 
the copper company. The company 
owned three engines and twenty 
eight cars, none of which were in 
passenger service. It had been 
chartered on July 17th, 1895, and 
opened in 1896. 

Even farther south we find a 
line that was doing quite a pas- 
senger business between Los An- 
geles and Redondo, California. 
The Los Angeles and Redondo 
Railw*y was operating a. twenty 
four mile long, three foot gauge 
line between these two points at 
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a good size profit. The company 
had five locomotives, twenty two 
passenger cars, and forty nine 
other cars in service at the time. 
The line had been chartered un- 
der the name Redondo Railway 
on April first, 1889, and opened 
in April 1890. The name had been 
changed on April 20th, 1896. 
Back to Nevada again the Ne- 
vada-California-Oregon Railway 
was still constructing, though it 
had been operating for several 
years previous. Though projected 
(and later built) from Reno to 
a point in north-eastern Oregon, 
the line had been built by 1900 
from Reno, Nevada, to Amedee, 
Calif, 83 miles. The line had 
five locomotives, two passenger 
cars and 19 other cars in opera- 
tion, Formerly a _ private road 
owned by Moran Brothers of New 
York City, the line was purchased 
by the Nevad?-California-Oregon 
Railway on January Ist, 1893. 
Strangely enough the _ railway 
company had been organized on 
March 21, 1888, five years before! 
(Farther east another recently 
abandoned narrow gauge line was 
doing business under the name 
Nevada Central Railroad between 
Battle Mountain and Austin, Ne- 
vada, 95 miles. The three foot 
gauge line was operating three 
engines, three passenger cars and 
59 other cars in regular service 
The railroad company was a re- 
organization of the Nevada Cen- 
tral R®ilway which had _ been 
chartered on August 27th, 1879. 
Although earning a deficit in 
1899 the company had a surplus 
forward that left a net surplus

of $2,438.00. 

More typical of the general 
prosperity of the slim gauge pikes 
was the Nevada County Narrow 
Gauge Railroad which we cover- 
ed in a special article a few 
months ago. The company was 
operating five locomotives, five 
passenger cars and 61 other cars 
over the 26 miles of track the 
company owned. It had earned a 
surplus of $7469 during 1899, and 
the net surplus was $143,109.00! 

Another busy road was the Pa- 
jaro Valley Consolidated Railroad 
operating between Watsonville 
and Spreckel, Calif., 35 miles. It 
had four locomotives and 224 
cars of which 180 were beet cars 
and only one a passenger car. It 
had been organized by the Sprec- 
kels Sugar interests as the Pa- 
jaro Valley Railroad on December 
31, 1890, and opened from Wat- 
sonville to Salinas, 24 miles, in 
1895. The extension to Spreckels 
and the change in the company’s 
name occurred in 1898. 

In Oregon, the Sumpter Val- 
ley Railwé4y, was earning a 
healthy income in 1900, operating 
forty miles of three foot gauge 
line between Baker City and 





Sumpter, Oregon. The company 


had six engines and 218 cars of 


which two were in passenger 


service. The line had been char- 
tered in August, 1890; and com- 
pleted on October 1, 1891. The 
line earned a net of $24,873 dur- 
ing 1899. 

Surpassing even this show of 
prosperity was the net income of 
a shorter line! The United Verde 
and Pacific Railway, operating 
twenty seven miles of track be- 
tween Jerome Junction and Jer- 
ome, Arizona (Territory), had 
only four locomotives, three pas- 
senger cars, and 79 other cars, 
but it had a net income of $161,- 
942 for 1899! The line had been 
organized on March 20th, 1894; 
and had opened on December 31st 
of the same year. 

Prosperity—that was the gener- 
al condition of the narrow gauges, 
at the height of their glory in 
1900. Prosperity that they have 
never seen since. Prosperity that 
today even the standard gauge 
lines have given up seeking. The 
narrow gauges are now in bad 
days, but they were not always 
so.

“DODGE CITY” 
The Warner 
Bros. studio has 
just finished the 
railroad scenes for 
their new picture 
“Dodge. City” which they have 
been shooting on the Sierra Rail- 
road between Warnerville and 
Cooperstown for the past few 
months. 


Sierra 18, which was used in 
the picture, was fitted with an oil 
headlight and diamond stack, and 
a dummy wooden cab was built 
over the steel cab. As the picture 
was supposed to take place on 
the Santa Fe near Dodge City the 
engine was lettered A. T. & S. F., 
and the Cooperstown station was 
rebuilt and named Dodge City. 

Along with engine 18 Sierra 
cars numbers 1 and 2 as well as 
a former N. W. P. baggage car 
number 611 were used. The cars 
were painted yellow and red and 
lettered A. T. & S. F. 


The highlight of the shooting 
came when the company repro- 
duced the driving of the golden 
spike which signified the comple- 
tion of the Santa Fe to Dodge 
City, Kansas. To give the illusion 
of new track in this scene, old 
balast was removed, and the rails 
were painted a light grey. For far 
away shots several miles of right- 
of-way fence was removed go that 
it would look like the early plains.

SOUTH CITY 

TROLLEY SHUTS DOWN 


After over thirty 
years of continuous 
service the South 
San Francisco Rail- 
way and Power Co., 
subsiduary of the 

Market Street Railway, abandon- 
ed -service on their single track 
trolley line from Lepsic Junction 
to South San Francisco and the 
Swift Packing Plant. Service was 
abandoned on January first, but 
for some months previous the 
car had run only two hours in 
the morning and two hours in 
the evening. A few days after 
the abandonment of service the 
company started to tear up the 
tracks east of the business dis- 
trict which extended to the Pack- 
ing plant. 

The line was noted for being 
the first line to be regularly op- 
erated by a one-man car on the 
Market Street system, and for 
having a specially built car for 
the line, number 285, which un- 
like other one-man cars on the 
Market Street system had no 
rear exit.

Section forces were hired to 
get the train from the §S. P. track 
to the new tracks of the motion 
picture company across a_ busy 
highway. Some 500 extras for the 
movie were moved from Tucson 
to Wymola and return by train 
daily. All the four-wheel cars of 
the train were built in the Tuc- 
son shops and are exact replicas 
of the old cars used in the con- 
struction work on the first 
transcontinental railroad. 

Historic EP&SW, No. 1 was 
built in 1857 and was bought from 
the C. M. & St. Paul in 1889 for 
operation in the Southwest.
